And waping the great notable ccmmodit ies growyng by the due ob- 
1 ſeruation thereof within her Maieſties dominions, manpe maner of 
dF wayes; Straightly chargeth al maner of people reſidyng in the ſame, 
from hencefo2th perely to obſerue and kepe the auncient and laudable 
oꝛder foꝛ faſtyng. aſwel in the Lent tyme, as vpon all other fpyſhe days. 
And lykc wyte commaundeth all maner officers both Eccleſiaſtical and 
\Cempozall, to whom the regard hereof doth oꝛ map belong, ſtrapghtly to ſee the ſame well a duclpe 
oblerued. woyllyng and commaundyng them in the name of Almpghty God, befoze whom they hal 
aunſ were foz their perticuler charges, and as they wyll aiſo aunſ we re to her Mateſtie koꝛ they: ap⸗ 
paraunt contempt oꝛ negligence, that they do not eyther by theyꝛ owne example, oꝛ by lacke ol exe · 
cution of their aucthoꝛitie. permit ſuch licencious and carnall diſoꝛder. in contempt of God a man. 
and only to the ſatil faction of deuplyſhe and carnal appetite, to be ſuſſred vnpunpſhed. And becauſe 
the maner of thexecution hereof in the Citie and Suburbes of London and weſtminſter (ball geue 
good example to the reſt cf the Kealme : Her Maieſtie by this pzeſent Pꝛoclamation ſtraightly come 
maundeth and chargeth the Maioꝛ of her ſapte Citie, and the ſtewarde and pꝛincipall officers of 
weſtminſter, that no Bocher,Pulter, no2 victueller ſhall at any tyme hereafter kyll 02 ſell, 02 cauſe 
to be kylled oꝛ ſolde within the ſayd Citte, oꝛ the ſuburbes, 0z within weſtminſter, oꝛ the turiſoictt- 
on therof,any fleſhe, betwene Shzoftueſday, and the tueſday next alter Palme ſundaye: noz that 
any Table keper, Jnholder, victueller, oꝛ any other perſon that kepeth any houſe wherto any per- 
ſons do oꝛ ſhall reſozt foz meate and dꝛynke foꝛ theyꝛ money, noꝛ any other pcrſon reſydyng within 
the ſame places, ſhall dzeſſe, o2 ſuffer, 02 conſent to be dzeſſed, oꝛ eate,o2 ſuffer to be eaten, any fleſhe 
within any of they: houſes in Lent tyme,o2 vpon any fpſbe day, vpon payne that euery perſon and 
perſons that (ball offende contrary to this ozder, ſhall fozfeit and pay to her hyghneſle koꝛ euery ſuch 
offence twenty poundes, thone halfe to be diſpoſed by theyꝛ Churchwardens, to theyꝛ pooze people 
inhabityng the paryſhe where thoffence ſhalbe founde, and thother to her byghneſle vſe, as in lyke 
caſe is oꝛdered. And beſides, pk the perſonne offendyng be a Citizen, he (hall by the Maioz 
and his bꝛethꝛen without delay be immediatly foz euer diſfraunchiled : and being a Table keper 02 
Bictueller, vtterly diſablcd in any place to vſe the ſame trade. Ind ik he be no Citizen, then he ſhall 
ouer and beſydes the ſapde fozfaiture,haue foꝛ euery ſuch offence ten dapes impꝛilonment without 
bayle : Ind pt the party offendyng be not able to pay the ſayde fozfaiture immedtatſp vppon pꝛoke 
de of theffence committed, the ſame {hal foz euery ſuch cffence,ſtande one market day in the mar» 
ket tyme openly vpon the pylloꝛp, during the ſpace of.vt.houres , Ind alſo that euery Alderman, 
fo; the tyme being, within his warde ſhall twyſe in the Lent tyme cauſe an enquiry a pꝛeſentment 
to be made, by the othes ol. xii. honeſt and ſubſkanciall Citizens of eucry warde, being no Bochers, 
ulters, common wzictuallers,noz Table kepers, what perſons haue oz do offende in eatyng, kyl⸗ 
png,o2 ſellyng of fleſhe within that warde: wherof thone enquiry (albe the Munday after myd- 
t Sunday, a the other in the werke next befoze Eaſter, a that in the choyſe of the perſons which 
wall ſo enquire, good regard be had, that they be ſuch as be beſt diſpoſed to kynde out, and truely to 
j Peeſent ſuch offences wit heut reſpect of perſons. Ind allo that the Maioꝛ with his bzethzen cauſe. 
| onceeuery foztnyght pꝛiuit ſearch to be made by honeſt and truſty perſons, of the houſes of all Bo- 
: chers, Pulters, Table hepers. Cauernes. Mictuellers, and other ſuſpected houſes, foz the better vn- 
dertandyng whether they oz any ol them do offend in the pꝛemiſles: and that pf they ſhall ſynde ey · 
J ther by this ſearche,o2 by any lawful pzofe bzought befoze them, any perſon to haue offended : that 
then immediatly they cauſe thoffendours to be punyched. as aboue is expꝛeſſed, without fauour, af. 
1 b on, 02 reſpect of perſon. Che lxke oꝛder to be kept by the direction ol the Ste warde oꝛ bead 
Ian in Weſtminſter, as the caſe ſhall require.

And it is further oꝛdꝛed and commaunded. that aſwell the ſayd Maioz,as alſo euery of the fayd 
dernen, the pꝛincipall officers of the liberties of upeflminfter, ſhall yearely certifie vnto 
highnes court of Chauncery befoze the kyꝛſt daye of Eafter Terme, vppon payne of one C. pounde, 
what euery of them hath done in the execution of the pzempſles, vnder they: handes and ſeales,to 
thintent that her highneſle therby may conſider, what diligence oꝛ negligence ſhalbe vſed in thexe ; 
cution hereof, that thervpon oꝛder may be taken with euery of them accoꝛding to their deſertes. 
P2outded alwayes that thys oꝛder extende not to punylhe any perſon that by the lawes eccleſt- 
aſticall and tempozall of this realme, foz nedefull and iuſt conſiderations be permitted to ſell, kyll, 
oꝛ eate fleſhe. Ind foz the better intelligence of perſons licenſed vpon reaſonable a neceſſary cauſe, 
that none other may be collozed therby:it is oꝛdered and commaunded that euery perſon hauynge 
any licence, ſball yearely the fyꝛſt Sundaye of Lenf,notifte the ſame to the Aldermen of the warde 
within any Citie,and to the curate of the parylbe, oz to one of them at the leaſt where he dwelleth 
and intendeth to take the benefite of the diſpenſation,oz elles the diſpenſation to be voyde, Thys 
maner 0: the Iyke o2der,hcr maieſtie commaundeth to be obſerued as nie as the ſame may be in all 
places thꝛough her realme, with lyke penaltie, and ſpecially in all coꝛpoꝛate townes,from whiche 
townes coꝛpoꝛate being ſcituate within;cxl,mples of London: her mateſties pleaſure is, that cer- 
fificate in fourme afo:eſaid be made into her maieſties Chauncerp.at the furtheſt befoze the ſecond 
retoꝛne of Eaſter Terme. vpon payne of one hundꝛed poundes to be leuped to her maieſties bſe, bp- 
on the ſayd coꝛpoꝛation ſo making default: and from all other cozpozations beynge furder diſtant, 
- certificate is to be made as is afozeſaid befoze the laſt day of Eaſter Terme. vpon like penaltie. Ind 
fo: the better obſeruation hereof, her maieſtie requireth, and in gods name chargeth all Bythops, 
Curates,and other eccleſtaſticall perſons hauinge the cure of ſoules.oꝛ the charge of pꝛeachinge, to 
erhoꝛt and perſwade in their Sermons, the people to fozbeare thys carnall licence and boldnes to 
bzeake common oꝛder, and to let them plainly vnderſtande the great daungers of the wzath of al- 
mightie god, that hath and will alwayes lyght vppon ſuche rebellious and obſtinate people, that 
moꝛe regarde their bellyes and appetites,then tempozaunce and obedience. 
Ind becauſe her Maieſtie woulde that thys Pꝛoclamation ſhould haue continuaunce: her Ma⸗ 
teſtie chargeth al Matozs,Sheryffes, and other head officers, to whom apperteyneth the publica⸗ 
tion of this 02 lyke Pꝛoclamacions, that this be pzoclaymed fozthwith in euery place vſuall, and 
pearelp to be pzoclaymed hereafcer,vpon ſuche market dayes as hal in any place next go befoze the 
_ kirff weke of Lent: and that in euery Lete at Eafter,inquiſition be made of the execution hereof.
